TEXTILE QUOTAS 
LOCALLY MADE CLOTH 
TO BE ALL-BRITISH: 


The Sccretary of the Hongkong 
General Chamber of Commerce, Mr. 
M. EF. Key, interviewed yesterday 
with reference to the warning notice 
to manufacturers ond exporters ot 
plece-goods published in the ad- 
vertisment columns, explained that, 
in 1934, many of the British Empire 
opplied a quota system to importa- 
tlons of plece-goods from China and. 
Japan, ‘The practice then arose of 
{mporting unfinished = Japan plece- 
goods and finishing them in Lan- 
cashire, thus converting them Into 
gooda which complied with Britlsh 
Imperial Preference on the ground 
that 25 per cent had been added to 
their total. value in a part of the 
British Empire. . 

This practice tended to defeat the 
quotn tegisiation, so the Tule was 
made that piece-goods could not be 
regarded as qualifying for Imperial 
Preference or for exemption from 
quotas unless certified to be “spun, 
woven and finished in the British 
Empire." ; 

Hongkong cannot expect better 
treatment in this respect than Lan- 
cushire, and a notice has gone out to 
all the British countries in which 

textile quotas legislation has been 
passed that Hongkong piece-goods 
must also comply with the “spun, 
woven and finished” clause, 
’ Brought Into Effect - r 

A hint of, this was given last April, 
though the wording of the Secretary 
of State's notice was vague, He has 

now announced that the rule was 
brought {nto' force on June 26, 
evidently regarding the previous 
advices as full notice. 

The Chamber of Commerce has 
written to the Hongkong Govern- 
ment urging that manufacturers and 
exporters should be allowed to,com- 
plete all contracts made before July 
7. It is hoped that the Secretary of 
State will agree to this, and will 
enble to that effect before the end 
of July.

NEW EVIDENCE ° 
FUXMAN CONVICTED: 


SENTENCE DEFERRED) 


Senten8e on Charles Fuxman, pro- 
prictor of the Marcel Bulfet and Bar, 
Nathan Road, who was convicted of 
receiving stolen Army stores by Mr. 
E. Himsworth at the Kowloon Magls- 
tracy yesterday, . was suspended to 
consider whether new evidence in 
Fuxman's favour, which came to light! 
after the case was closed, could be 
added to the testimony already 
heard, or whether 4 rehearing would 
be necessary. 

Fuxman, after evidence had been 
heard, was convicted on a charge of 
recelving €0 Iks. of beof, 20 kippers 
and two wooden. boxcs,- the property 
of the Royal Ulster Rifles’ mess, on 
June 28, knowing them to have been 
stolen, 

~ Detective  Sub-Inspector R. Cun- 
ningham prosecuted, while Mr. Peter 
Sin appeared for the defence 

Outlining the case, Sub-Insp. Cun- 
nlngham sald that about 9.15 p.m. on 
June. 28, as a result of certain In- 
formation, he went to the cafe and 
spoke to Fuxman. He explained that 
he was from the Pollce and said he 
had recelved information that Fux- 
man hod a box of beef ond g box 
of fish in the premises, which pro- 
visions were suspected to have been 
stolen from Shamshulpo barracks. 

On belng asked: to produce them, 
Euxman went into the backyard and 
gaye instructions for them to be 
brought forward. The meat was 
produced from an icebox near the 
kltchen door, and the kippers were 
brought down from the floor above. 
The beef had been taken out of Its 
box. 

When asked who was responsible 
for the stores, Fuxman pointed out 
three Europeans In plain clothes, say- 
Ing they had brought the goods to 
the cafe, ° 

The three Europeans were 
arrested, and the provisions 
removed the next day. : 

,On June 30, Fuxman was arrested 
and charged with receiving stolen 
property. He denled recelving the 
provisions and declared he knew 
nothing about them. : 
Saxi Driver's Evidence 

First to glve evidence was Sung 
Kam-ming, a Blue Taxicab driver, 
who said that about 7.50 p.m. on 
June 28, he went to the cafe in an- 
swer to a telephone message, and 
took a European to Shamshuipo, 
where he was told to stop behind the 
police station. Another Europcan 
appeared, carrying a box. Then his 
passenger left the taxi and came back 
a few moments later with a smaller 

OX. 

Both men boarded the vehicle, and 
ordered witness to return to the cafe, 
On the way, another European board~ 
ed the taxi at Gascolgne Road, 

On arrival at the cafe, the three 
men went in, and shortly after this 
two Chinese came out and carried 
the boxes into the premises. 

Pun Sing, “number one” boy in the 
cafe, sald he had been told by Fux- 
man to go out and fetch a parcel 
which was to be kept for some cus- 
tomers. He went to the taxi, and 
saw a box, so he re-entered the cafe 
and sent two coolics out to bring It 

n. : 

Two boxes were brought in, and 
deposited in the backyard. Then 
Fuxman told him, “Customers finish 
drink, take away.” . 

Speaking.in -his defence, Fuxman 
sald he was standing at his. desk 
checking accounts when o person in 
clvilian clothes came up and said, 
“Mr.,Fuxman, will you' keep two 
packages for me until I have had my 
drinks,” : . 

He agreed to do so, and being very 
busy, ordered his “number one” to 
attend to it, Two boxes were carried 
in, and Fuxman told the boy that 

they were to be removed after the 
drinks were finished. 

About 15 or 20 minutes later, Sub- 
Insp. Cunningham arrived. 

Did Not Know Contents 

He had‘ not known what the boxes 
containcd or that they had been 
stolen. No-one had been told to put 
the beef in the icebox or remove the 
fish upstairs. It must have been a 
mistake on the part-of a servant. 

It was quite usual for him to look 
after parcels for customers, though 
never before had he taken charge of 
articles the size of the two boxes, 
Durlng week days he uscd about three 
or four Ibs. of beef, and at week-ends 
about six Ibs. He never used kip- 
pers, garoupas being the only fish he 
served, - . } 

Submitting that his- client should 
be discharged, Mr. Sin cited ou- 
thority. to show that to convict a 
person of recelving stolen. property, 
it must be prov beyond all rea- 
sonable doubt that the person had 
received it knowing It to havo been 
stolen, Defendant's story had not 
been rebutted by the prosecution and 
should therefore ‘be accepted. 

After a short adjournment, 
Mogistrate delivered, judgment 
against Fuxman, holding that he must 
have known that the beef and fish 
had been removed to the icebox and 
the floor above.’ If. he-had only 
taken charge of them for a while, 
the provisions would not have been 
moved from the backyard where 
they had first been deposited. 

Cook to be Called. « 

Mr. Sin then sald that during the 
adjournment he had had a further 
talk With his client, and hod: dis- 
covered ‘that one of the cooks had 
removed the articles without his 
master’s permission. The defence 
accordingly asked Jenve to add this 
cook's evidence to the testimony al- 
ready given. ° 

Remarking that he was doubtful os 
to whether this evidence’ could be 
added os the case had been complet- 
ced, his Worship ordered‘ an ndjourn- 
ment to 2.30 p.m. on Thursday, to de- 
elde whether the evidence could be 
added, or whether a rehearing would 
be necessary. Sentence was suspend-

The fetter was written from an 
address In Porchester-terracc, 
Paddington, London, W. 


“Queen Ena is not relling her 
Jewels to rafso money for the In- 
surgents In Spain,” sald Mr. Flato, 
“but for her personal needs. I 
want to Impress on you for the pre- 
sent that none of the crown jewels 
aro forsale, That may or may not 
come later.” 


Mr. Flato arrived back from Europe 
yesterday after conferring with 
Queen Enn. He docs not expect the 
jewels to fetch £250,000, but believes 
that thelr historical value will keep 
the price high. 


‘£15,000 CROSS 


The Empress) Eugente's emerald 
eross is valued at £15,000. The 
sixty-five carat stone,is prabably the 
most famous emerald in the world. 
Four queens have worn It.

It,” 
sald the Jeweller, “as the Duchess 
is extremely fond of jewcelled 
crosses.” 


The gems were locked away in a 
spafe in Mr. Flarto's oMce to-day. Any 
one wanting to sce privately these 
diamonds, rubles, pearls and emeralds 
of a former queen has first to con- 
WMinec the jeweller of his credentlals. 


“Queen Ena,” sald Mr. Flato, “first 
discussed the sale with me when she 
came to New York to visit her sick 
son, the Count of Covadonga.

PETROL AND MOTOR| FOR K.P.M. SERVICE 


CARS 


"ROTARY CLUB 
ADDRESS. 


Tho function of petrot vapour in 
relation to the motor car was ex- 
plained to Hongkong Rotarlana in a 
‘broadcast talk yesterday by Mr. G. 
“White a.sc., Principal of tongkong 
Trade and Technical Schools, Major 
R. D, Walker suc., took his seat as 
President for the first tlme. 

The speaker sald, in part: It might 
be of Interest to survey briefly the 
points in design which have ratsed 
the petrol engine to its Present pre- 
eminence os the motive power for 
private rond vehicles ond hove, at 


‘|the same time, reduced manufactur- 


ing costs too minimum. In Hong- 


‘| Kong our milenge Is low and long be- 


fore our chassis shows signs of be- 
ing worn out, climate has reduced 
our bodles to n very bad condition. 

For this renson I have confined my 
remarks In general to the moderate 
priced chassis which constitute the 
bullc of cars in the Colony, In con- 
sidering these developments we must 
bear in mind thot the object of a 
motor car company Is to sell cars. 

The designer of our engines of to- 
doy has the following main objects 
in view: He has to get improved 
power output from engines of a given 
size; he must wherever possible, 
chenpen production; he must be or- 
thodox with his designs. 

To help him In his work he has 
at his disposal a much greater know- 
ledge of the laws governing the flow 
and .combustlon of gases; on greater 
varicty of metals from which to 
make his parts; and a better under- 
standing of thelr properties, ° 

IT have prepared a sketch showing 
the four stnges {n the production of 
power [In on engine cylinder, To- 
day I would ask you to concentrate 
on one stage only, that in which the 
Ras has been drawn into the cylin- 
der and {s compressed before ignition. 
The compression ratio Is the main 
feature in determining the power 
which It is possible to get from a 
given size of cylinder. Ensy, you 
may soy, “double the compression 
ratio and thus increase. your power 
free." Unfortunately another fnetor 
enters ot this stage. If-we over 
compress the mixture we get detono- 
tion, of Which the outward and 
visible sign Is the pinking:- with which 
we In Hongkong are only .too well 
acquainted, 

The need for a petrol which will 
not pink ecaslly 1s felt most in Eng- 
land where the heavy tax based on 
engine rating compels the designer 
to squeeze the maximum horse_power 
out of the smallest possible engine, 
The designer has three main means 
of incrensing the power of his en- 
gine: He can increase the compres- 
ston ratio; he can ensure that the 
biggest possible charge of, mixture 
reaches the cylinder on the inlet 
stroke; or he can increase the revolu- 
tlons per minute. 


Better Fuels : 

Power being so much dependent on 
compression ratio, designers demand- 
ed better and better fucls, and the 
petrol companies’ responded nobly. 
It is not too much to say that the 
present high eMclency of the petrol 
engine is malnly due to the improv- 
ed grades in England. 

Accepting the definition that oa 
“high grade” fuel is one. which will 
not “pink” easily, and a “low grade” 
one the reverse, how does thls ques« 
tion of pinking affect the designer? 
He wishes to get the maximum 
horse-power out of his engine, which 
means that he must use the highest 
compression ratlo which his fucl, will 
stand, ee ent 

To obtain the advantage of a high 
grade fucl, a high compression must 
be used. Good modern British prac- 
tice is‘to usc a compression ratlo of 
6%, but such,an engine will not run 
eMficiently on a low grade fuel unless 
the compression ratio is reduced by 
using low compression plstons—an 
expensive alterntion. Retarding the 
spark and easing the foot on the 
throttle will stop pinking but only at 
the expense of power. Some re- 
search into the best compression ratio 
for use with British engines in Hong- 
kong using the local, fucl might re- 
sult in ennbling our smaller engines 
to be siightly modified so as to give 
of their best. 

A low grade petrol can be great- 
ly improved by the addition of Ben- 
zol—this is done to give tho 
“National Beazol Mixture’ so popu- 
lar at home. 

Second Method 

As regards the secohd method, the 
problem may be stated thus,  <Alr

Carburatlon . 

Every owner js specially interest~ 
ed in his carburettor os it largely 
controls his petrol consumption and 
the case with which his engine starts. 

It hus been proved that, for a given 
slze of engine, one carburettor can 
only feed two cylinders with duc re- 
gard to power and economy. A four 
cylinder car with’ one carburettor 
usually has one cylinder which js 25 
per cent, too rich In-petrol, A six 
cylinder usually has one over 30 per 
cent. rich, So that with six or clght 
cylinders feeding from one carburet- 
tor we cannot expect too much in 
the way of miles per gallon. 4 

This fact fs one reason for the bat- 
tery of three carburettors which we 
see under the bonnets of. our more 
expensive cars.. On the whole, ‘I 
would say that forjengines of a rat- 
ed HP, of under 14, the four cylin- 
der engine is most sultable; over 14 
and under 24, the six cylinder; above 
that. 8 ond 12 cylinder engines de- 
pend on funds available. 

The most important points-of wear 
in a modern engine are the cylinder 
block, the big ends, the crankshaft, 
and the crankshaft bearings.

The child, Patricia Alexandra

Westbrook-road, Sidcup, Kent, had 
a blood pressure of 240, She was 
undergoing an operation at Guy's 
Hospital for ifs. reduction when she 
collapsed, : 


The coroner, Mr, A. Douglas Cow- 
burn, who recorded a verdict of 
accidental death, said that the opera- 
tion was performed a3 a last chance, 


Mr. Willlam Hencage Ogilvie, ‘a 
surgeon ot Guy's ‘Hospital, suld that 
for a child aged 11 to have such a 
terribly high blood pressure was 
excessively rare. ‘The normal blood 
pressure for her age was 100. 


On the morning of ‘the operation 
her blood pressure had risen to. 270, 
and ho took the view. that she might 
die if she. were not immediately 
operated on. 


The only way to decrease the 
tension .was to sever certaln nerves 
governing the blood pressure.. To do 
this he had to cut into two ribs. He 
cut three nerves, and the blood: pres- 
surc Immediately dropped - to . 180. 
Soon afterwards the girl - suddenly 
collapsed ond died. ° 


Replying to the coroner, Mr. 
Ogilvie sald that. similar. operations 
had been performed with ‘success in 
Amerlca_ and once at St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Hospital, He did not think 
that if the operation had not been 
done the child could have. lived...
